The law Is the uni- 
form child labor law proposed-for the 
entire United States and already In ef- 
fect, In most of Its provisions In eight 
states. The most important provision, 
the X-hour day between- H-and H.

in force In fourteen states. 
The law 


Is the product of many years' work, 
ine commissioners on uniform 
laws 
took up the matter In 1809 and 
ap- 


pointed a 
special 
committee 
which 
sent a first draft to over a thousand 
interested 
people 
throughout 
the 


country and embodied their sugges 
tions In a report In Aufiuat, 1S10. It 
spent another year In study and revi- 
sion, 
made 
a 
second report 
In 


1311 and the final draft was adopted 
by the conference of commissioners on 
uniform laws In August, 1911 and by 
the American Bar association In 1912 
Throughout their work

sioners bad the advice of factory In- 
spectors, school superintendents and 
men with a practical knowledge of In 
dustries.
